She’s five months pregnant with her second child - and more 
ambitious than ever. Look sits down with Frankie Bridge. . . 


C onsidering that only weeks ago 
Frankie Bridge was bedridden 
with hyperemesis gravidarum 
(the severe morning sickness 
that the Duchess of Cambridge 
also suffered from) , the 
Saturdays star is looking 
blooming. But two seconds 
into our interview and she’s already sharing all 
the gory details. ‘Even moving my eyes made me 
feel sick,’ she recalls, as she perches on a sofa in 
jeans and a Breton tee. ‘I ended up lying on the 
floor with a bowl and I just couldn’t move. ’ She 
shudders at the memory, but is determined 
not to let the nausea get in the way of her work 
commitments today, which involves hours of 
interviews about her latest charitable cause,

which donates money from every P&G product 
sold at Superdrug to the charity 
‘It’s nice to be able to use your profile to help 
other people,’ Frankie tells us. And having done 
Strictly, more people know who I am now, so 
hopefully more will take notice. Plus, it’s a really 
easy campaign to get involved with, as you’re 
just buying everyday products, and one product 
equals one donation. ’ Sounds good. And as 
Frankie chats openly about her home life with 
husband Wayne and son Parker, 18 months, 
one thing’s certain - this woman never stops. 

Or at least, not without kicking up a fuss. After 
all, she’s already had to give up her place on the 
Strictly tour due to the aforementioned morning 
sickness, and we can confirm that she’s still not 
over the disappointment. ‘My doctor instructed 
me to rest and not exercise, so dancing was 
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completely out of the question,’ she 
says, looking genuinely dejected. 
Then she pulls herself together and 
beams, adding that she’s trying to stay 
positive by spending as much time as 
possible with her family before three 
becomes four in August. With Wayne 
at home following knee surgery, life 
doesn’t sound too bad for the couple 
who married at Woburn Abbey last 
July after four years together. ‘He’s not 
one to shy away from changing a 
nappy! ’ Frankie says, as we ask about 
Wayne’s parenting techniques. ‘He’s 
really hands-on, and Parker thinks his 
dad is the funniest thing ever. ’ Now, as 
Frankie prepares to find out whether 
she’s having a boy or a girl (‘I wish 
I could wait,’ she grins. ‘It seems so 
exciting, but I can’t do it! ’) , she reveals 
what life is really like in the Bridge 
household, how she’s changed since 
becoming a mum, and why The Sats 
will be back before we know it . . .

Hi, Frankie! So, congratulations on 
your second pregnancy - how is it? 

I feel a bit more excited this time - last 
time, I think I was excited and scared. 
It will be a challenge, because I have 
Parker, but you know that whole 
thing of thinking you have no idea 
what you’re doing, and are going to 
be rubbish at it? That’s kind of gone. 
The Saturdays are sort of unique in 
the music industry, because three 
of you have young children. Does 
that affect your work? 

Not really. It’s difficult and definitely 
is a nightmare for everyone doing the 
schedules - 1 would hate that job! But 
we’re lucky that we work with people 
who understand. My mum always 
worked, so that’s the life I come from. 
You juggle it as you go along - 1 was 
meant to go to something the other 
day, but I couldn’t find anyone to look 
after Parker, and that’s just how it is. 
Are you ever tempted to put your 
career on the back burner for a while? 
I think stay-at-home mums are 
amazing - they’re so busy And I think 



that if the people who say it’s not hard 
work were to spend one day at home 
with a child, they’d see the things you 
have to do. But I love my job. 

Your bandmate Una's husband Ben 
Foden has been campaigning for 
paternity leave to match maternity 
leave - do you agree with that? 

In The Saturdays, we don’t even really 
have maternity leave - it’s not like a 
normal job. But I think it’s important for 
dads to be at home as much as mums. 
They need to bond with their babies 
and get used to it, too. And it’s hard 
for them as well - 1 know when I had 
Parker, Wayne was going backwards 
and forwards from training and games. 
It would be nice if people in general 
could have a little bit longer together. 
Now Wayne's retired, it's almost like 
he's on paternity leave anyway... 
Yeah! He’s not very mobile at the 
moment as he’s just had a knee 
operation. He’s still hobbling around 
on crutches and can’t do much, so I’ve 
been running around a lot more, but 
it’s only for another couple of months. 
And it gives me peace of mind to know 
that if I’m not with Parker, then Wayne 
is or one of his grandparents are. 

Has your style changed a lot since 
you became a mum? 

Oh, trying to get ready is a minefield. 
It’s hard to stay true to what you like 
and get used to your new body. I don’t 
think I’d ever be seen in a pair of short 
shorts any more, and that’s what I always 
used to wear. But what should I dress 
in instead? I used to put on four or five- 
inch heels to go to the shops, and I’d 
say I was never going to stop wearing 
them even when I had a baby And now, 
realistically, that’s not going to happen! 
You stillalways lookamazing... 

By the end of most days. I’m covered in 
biscuits! On my wedding day, Parker was 
in the car with me on the way to the 
ceremony I’d spent all this time getting 
ready- 1 had my veil on. I’d had my 
make-up done - and he was jumping 
all over me, pulling my hair and 
dribbling on my sister’s bridesmaid 
dress. But it’s all part of it, you know? 

If we were to go shopping with you, 
where would you take us first? 
Everything I own is from Zara or ASOS, 
or places like that, because I get bored 
of things so quickly And [in the public 
eye] ifyou’ve been seen out in 
something a couple of times, then God 
forbid you wear it again!

trackto steal the power couple’s music crown 


W hen Calvin Harris put 
his hand on Taylor 
Swift’s bum at the Brits 
after-party last month, 
the entire showbiz

‘He’s so 
sweet. Taylor was wary of stepping on 
his ex Rita Ora’s toes, but she’s a sucker 
for his Scottish accent, and after Vegas 
she started taking him more seriously ’ 

‘They talk all the time - and not just 
about music,’ another friend revealed. 
‘Family work, insecurities, even 
cooking - her baking, and his bangers 
and mash - they’ve totally connected. 

‘She resisted him at first, because 
he told the world she wasn’t her type,’ 
adds a pal - referring to an interview 
last November in which Calvin said 
he would ‘swipe left’ if Taylor came 
up on Tinder. ‘But she’s completely 
let her guard down now and has even 
started calling him her boyfriend. 



After offering to cook for 
Taylor's family in Nashville, 
she and Calvin were spotted

And while she’s actually 
really enjoyed having a 
break from men since 
Harry Styles, she’s “really 
happy with Calvin”.’ 

And pals say that he’s 
equally smitten. ‘Calvin’s

byname is Denise 
Huskins, I’m 
kidnapped,’ gasped 
the voice down the 
* phone. ‘Otherwise 
[I’m] fine. ’ The police officer pauses 
and offers to play the recording again, 
but Mike Huskins doesn’t need him 
to. He knows it’s his daughter’s voice. 
She’s been missing for 24 hours and 



this is the first sign they’ve had that 
she’s OK- she’s alive. So far, so scary 
But fast-forward two weeks and now, 
in a very strange turn of events 
reminiscent of Gillian Flynn’s best- 
selling book and blockbuster film. 
Gone Girl, Denise is suddenly at the 
centre of her own police investigation. 
Because authorites claim her entire 
three-day ordeal - which saw hundreds 
of people search miles of wasteland, 
and her family release emotional 
plea after emotional plea - was all 
an ‘orchestrated hoax’. 

It all started on Monday 23 March 
when Denise’s boyfriend Aaron Quinn, 
30, reported the physiotherapist 
missing from their home in Vallejo, 
near San Francisco, at around 2pm. He 
claimed he had witnessed her being 
taken away in a white Toyota at around 
3am that morning, but said he didn’t 
contact police until the afternoon 
because her captors had drugged him. 
Alarm bells were already ringing but

Denise’s whereabouts were the 
priority. After a sleepless night for 
her friends and family, an anonymous 
caller contacted the San Francisco 
police department the next day with 
a ransom demand of approximately 
£6,000, and from there things 
escalated quickly. The police held 
a press conference releasing her 
picture to the media and her father 
was distraught. ‘This is overwhelming 
to me,’ he told reporters. ‘I don’t 
understand it. . . If she sees this, I want 
her to know, that the family is there, 
we love her and we’re not giving up. ’ 

Meanwhile, 40 detectives were 
assigned to the investigation and 
over 100 volunteers gathered to search 
the bay area near her home. And in 
the first of many parallels between 
this story and Gone Girl, Aaron was 
taken in for police questioning. 

Later that day, the local paper 
received an email claiming to 
be from her captors , 
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reinforcing the ransom demand, 
including details of Denise’s wellbeing 
and their plan to release her. ‘We 
will send a link to her location after 
she has been dropped off,’ read the 
message. ‘She will be in good health 
and safe while she waits . . . Any advance 
on us or our associates will create 
a dangerous situation for Denise. ’ 
Accompanied by the audio clip, 
concerns for Denise began to grow 
and the world began to take an interest. 

However, the next morning, Mike

Huskins received a call from Denise 
herself ‘She wasn’t crying at all,’ he 
said, sounding relieved. ‘She just 
said: “Daddy, I’m OK.’” He explained 
that Denise had told him that she 
had been dropped off at her mother’s 
house in Huntington Beach, 420 miles 
from her home. When no one 
answered the door, she said she had 
walked 12 blocks to his house, where 
a neighbour found her and called 911. 

The search was called off and the 
small town of Vallejo was able to 
breathe a sigh of relief Or so they 
thought. On what should have been 
a day of celebration, things took a 
dramatic turn when the police 
suddenly released this statement: 
‘Today there is no evidence to support 


the claims that this was a stranger 
abduction or an abduction at all. Given 
the facts that have been presented thus 
far, this appears to be an orchestrated 
event and not a crime. ’ 

It was revealed that Denise had 
agreed to be questioned about her 
abduction by the FBI, who had 
arranged for a private jet to return her 
to San Francisco. But she didn’t turn up 
for the flight. She went quiet, refusing 
to speak to police, and hiring a lawyer. 
And while police would not give any 
details about their suspicions, they 
confirmed Denise and her boyfriend 
Aaron were now being investigated: 

‘If evidence indicates that either Ms 
Huskins or Mr Quinn have committed 
a criminal act, the Vallejo Police 
Department will request either state 
or federal charges,’ a statement said. 

It’s chilling stuff, but while Denise’s 
family are sticking by her, friends 
have begun to voice their doubts. 
Bethany Brass, who has known Denise 
since she was a child, ioXdLook 
exclusively that she is ‘completely 
shocked’ by the events, which were 
‘completely out of character’ . 

‘Denise has been a good friend of 
mine for over 20 years,’ Bethany told 
us. ‘Out of respect for my friend, I will 
not speculate about what may have 
gone on but she has never been an 
attention seeker. [She’s] always been 
a strong, independent and motivated 
woman but she is obviously suffering 
from something. I am deeply saddened 
that something in her life drove her 
to such desperate measures and wish 
I hadn’t been so distracted. I should 
have been there for her. ’
